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NAVTEX replaces Morse Code 
in the Maritime Service. 


AVTEX is a maritime radio warn- 
Ne system consisting of a series of 

coast stations transmitting radio 
teletype (CCIR Recommendation 476 stan- 
dard narrow band direct printing, some- 
times called Sitor or ARQ/FEC) safety 
messages on the international standard 
medium frequency 518 kHz. Coast stations 
transmit during preset time slots so as to 
minimize interference with one another. 
Routine messages are normally broadcast 
four to six times daily. Urgent messages are 
broadcast upon receipt, provided that an 
adjacent station is not transmitting. Since 
the broadcast uses the medium frequency 
band, a typical station service radius ranges 
from 100-500 NM day and night. Interfer- 
ence from, or receipt of, stations farther 
away occasionally occurs at night. 

Each NAVTEX message broadcast 
contains a four-character header describing 
identification of station (first character), 
message content (second character), and 
message serial number (third and fourth 
characters). This header allows the micro- 
processor in the shipborne receiver to screen 
messages, selecting only those stations rel- 
evant to the user, messages of subject cate- 
gories needed by the user, and messages not 
previously received by the user. Selected 
messages are printed on a roll of paper as 
received, to be read by the mariner at his 
convenience. Unwanted messages are sup- 


pressed. Suppression of unwanted messag- 
es is more and more important to the mar- 
iner as the number of messages, including 
rebroadcasts, increases yearly. With NAV- 
TEX, a mariner will no longer find it neces- 
sary to listen to, or sift through, a large 
number of irrelevant data to obtain the 
information necessary for safe navigation. 

Vessels regulated by the Safety of Life 
at Sea (SOLAS) Convention, as amended in 
1988 (cargo vessels over 300 tons, and 
passenger vessels on international voyag- 
es), and operating in areas where NAVTEX 
service is available, have been required to 
carry NAVTEX receivers since | August 
1993. The USCG discontinued broadcasts 
of safety information over MF Morse fre- 
quencies on that date. 

The USCG voice broadcasts (Ch. 22A), 
offering more inshore and harbor informa- 
tion, will remain unaffected by NAVTEX. 
With NAVTEX, mariners who do not have 
the knowledge of Morse code necessary to 
receive safety messages, or who have diffi- 
culty receiving them on a timely basis, 
should find a significant advantage in own- 
ing a NAVTEX receiver. Mariners not able 
to man a radio on a 24-hour basis in order to 
hear critical warning messages (e.g., Com- 
mercial fishermen) should also find a sig- 
nificant advantage in owning a NAVTEX 


receiver.

r some reason, many Amateur Radio 
Proms: are unclear as to the differ 
ences between ARES and RACES. 

The Radio Amateur Civil Emergen- 
cy Service (RACES) functions under the 
federal, state, and local emergency man- 
agement agencies (also referred to as Civil 
Defense) as defined in Part 97 of the FCC 
Rules and Regulations. As stated in the 
regulations, communications must be lim- 
ited to governmental type message traffic, 
and may only be conducted between RAC- 
ES stations. Other stations, specially autho- 
rized by the FCC, may also participate in 
these communications. Amateur radio op- 
erators must be registered with their local 
emergency management agency in order to 
participate. Each RACES organization has 
an Amateur Radio Operator designated as 
radio officer (RO) to oversee RACES oper- 
ations. 

The Amateur Radio Emergency Ser- 
vice (ARES) operates under the American 
Radio Relay League (ARRL). Each ARRL 
Section, such as our South Florida Section, 
has an ARES Section Emergency Coordi- 
nator (SEC), and each geographical subdi- 
vision, such as a county or large city, has an 
Emergency Coordinator (EC). The EC has 
sole responsibility for operations within 
his/her area. The ARRL and the SEC pro- 
vide material and training support, and do 
not become involved in how emergency 
communications are conducted by the EC. 
Amateurs operating under ARES need not 
be ARRL members. Most operators in ARES 


are also members of RACES, which is 
recommended. 

RACES is activated by a local emer- 
gency management agency when deemed 
necessary, usually as a result of a major 
disaster such as a flood or hurricane, etc. In 
these types of emergencies, federal, state, 
and local agencies provide materials, per- 
sonnel and facilities, where required, to 
meet the local needs. RACES helps to pro- 
vide the communicating required for these 
activities. 

ARES may be activated at any time 
that local public safety officials, or others, 
require communications assistance in emer- 
gencies that are at a lower level than those 
that require emergency management and 
RACES participation. These might include 
a search for a lost child, the loss of tele- 
phone service, a power outage, etc. ARES 
usually is also activated when RACES is, to 
provide nongovernmental type communi- 
cations services for relief organizations, 
medical assistance teams, etc. 

The first paragraph in the FCC Rules 
and Regulations, Part 97, Amateur Radio 
Services, states that one of the fundamental 
purposes for the existence of the Amateur 
Radio Service is to provide noncommercial 
emergency communications. Those of you 
who enroll in RACES and ARES are help- 
ing to fulfill that requirement.
